confined to a distinct portion of the subject. 

5, Every person other than a plaintiff ordefendant in a suit in which the application 
is made making any affidavit shall be described in such a manner as will serve to identify 
him clearly, that is to say, by the statement of his full, name, the name of his father, his 
profession or trade, and the place of his residence, 

6, When the declarant in any affidavit speaks to any fact within his own knowledge, 
he must do so directly and positively, using the words “TI affirm” (or * make oath”) 
“and say.” ASA q 

7. When the particular fact is not within the declarant’s own knowledge, but is stated 
from information obtained from others, the declarant must use the expression ‘1 am 
informed,” and, if such be the case, should add “and verily believe it to be true,” or he may 
state the source from which he received such information, When the statement rests on 
facts disclosed in documents, or copies of documents procured from any Court of Justice or 
other source, the deponent shall state what is the source from which they were procured, 
and his information or belief as to the truth of the facts disclosed in such documents.

TL. ‘The Inspector appointed under the Act shall also be Secretary to the Commission, 
and he shall attend the office and keep such records as the Commission may direct.

The 
Inspector will also be heard, and local inspection made tf necessary, The decision of the 
Commission will be given in writing, and such decision shall be final. ‘ 

Vi. The Inspector shall keep in the prescribed form a register containing dimensions 
and particulars of all boilers within the limits of the Act. 

VIL. ‘The Inspector shall inspect these boilers in the regular order laid down in the 
index register list, unless any deviations from this order be specially sanctioned by the 
Commission, 

VIII. There shall be two kinds of inspection of boilers— . 

(2) A thorough examination once every twelve months, inside and outside, to be made 
by the Inspector in person, for which purpose the boilers must be emptied, cool,,and clean, 
and flues swept; and, if required by the Inspector, any parts or settings removed for a complete 
examination of the boiler and machinery in every part. : 

(2) There shall be during the twelve months not less than two ordinary examinations 
of every boiler while under steam. At such ordinary inspections the standard prossure- 
gauge shall be applied, and the condition of the safety-valve and -steam-gauge noted, 

‘The Commissioners shall have the power of revoking or suspending certificates. : 

IX. The certificate under sevtion 7 of the Act sball be granted only when it, has 
been ascertained by thorough inspection that the conditions of the section have been complied 
with, The Inspector shall give one week's notive of every such intended thoroughexaminution ;

Ciroular Order issued by authority of the High Court of Judicature at 
Fort William in Bengal. 


CIVIL. 


No. 14, dated the 10th March 1880. 


As some misapprehension is found to exist on the subject, the Court think it necessary 
to point out that notices under Section 248, Code of Civil Procedure, issued to persons 
against whom execution is applied for, must be taken to be chargeable under Article 7, 
Rule 1, Parts 2, 8, and 4 of the Rules under Clause 1, Section 20 of the Court Fees Actyand 
not as chargeable under Article 1 of the same. 


2. Applications made to a Court under Section 882 of the Code of Civil Procedure 
by persons dispossessed of property in the execution of decrees, or under Section 835, by 
such persons, or by sale purchasers, must, under the provisions of Article 1a, Schedule II of 
the Court Fees Act, be stamped, not according to the value of tho attached property, but 
sceording to the value in dispute in the suit in which the execution proceedings rave been 
beld, that is, one anna only will be chargeable in cases where such value docs not amount 


to Rs, 50.
